An apology to the group -- on rechecking my 75A4's serial no, 

I found I had the '6' digit in the wrong place. 

It's really 1629, a LOW serial no. But the set has the "late" 
features -- vernier dial, even spacing of the upper right knob 
labels, and the are original unless someone actually retrofitted 
a later panel. Do the Collins historians on the List know when 
the change was made wrt serial nos? 


About the dial wrench problems: I had an .050 in my Allen set, 
and it worked great, as someone predicted. The inner collar 
took the smaller quad Bristol from my 5133/R388. Moral: buy 
a fully equipped 5133 before getting a late 75A4 :-) 


I took apart the whole vernier system and its mount (plain old 
Phillips screws, what a letdown :-), soaked the pieces in mineral 
spirits, and now the radio feels 200% better with some fresh 
clock oil on the vernier. While I had the vernier mech off, 

I found out why the Dial Drag was needed on the plain-dial '‘A4s; 


the vernier has enuf drag that you don't need it to resist the 
Passband Tuning's torque on the PTO. 


BTW, I won't use the phrase "cost cutting" in a 75A4 posting, 

but the manual points out several ingenious tricks Collins used 

to keep the A4 from turning into a 5133 or R390 inside. 

Like feeding the 1.5-2.5 MC range direct to the tunable IF, 

and letting the 80m coils tune all the other bands, which were just 
shunted across it. The theory behind the latter trick is simple and 
elegant, and makes you wonder "why didn't I think o that?"

Well, that's true to a very limited extent, since aluminum repassivates 
itself easily. Aluminum forms a tenacious oxide rapidly upon contact with 
oxygen in the air. The reaction is immediate, and continues until the oxide 
thickness reaches a certain point at which oxygen molecules can no longer 
diffuse through the oxide to reach metal to continue the reaction. So this 
should be of little concern in practicality. Of greater concern is staining 
or contamination, as Engbert observes below.

Mine is still going although I don't use it often and have stopped 
leaving the oven on all the time in case of a thermostat failure. It 
has about 100 tubes and a xveryx large fan. Later versions used the 
counter neons to illuminate photoresistors which controlled nixie 
tubes. 


BTW has anyone ever had experience of a crystal oven thermostat

A coupla things... 


Just got finished cleaning and polishing on an old (c1963?) Trio 9R-59 

I bought (actually, mine XYL bought for me, kind and understanding 

soul that she is) from Gene Rippen. Single conversion, 9 tubes (5Y3GT, 

2x6AV6, 3x6BA6, 2x6BE6, 1x6AQ5, all original Matshushita except for the 

RCA 5Y3GT), Q-multiplier and a big glass sliderule dial with ham bandspread, 
all in a gray wrinkle box, with little gray wrinkle boxes containing a speaker 
and a 6m converter. 


Very pretty, and absolutely dandy on BC/SWBC. SSB is tricky at best, and 
frequently needs a little dance on the Q-mult and IF gain controls to avoid 
overloading the beast; not all that far removed from a regen rig, but 
remarkably effective on CW. There's a 'Send' position on the mode switch, 
and provision for muting. Might go good with a WRL Chief I have in queue. 


I've done a basic alignment and it's quite sensitive and WWV is 


spot on wherever it should show on the dial, but I'm not sure that 
the dial linearity is everything it could be, especially given the 
presence of an extra pair of unlabeled coils. Now, this radio is a 
dead ringer for a Lafayette HE-30, which is possibly a bit more 
common (and probably made for Lafayette by Trio.) 


Would anybody here happen to have a schematic for one of these? W7FG 
has an HE-30 manual, but I really just need a schematic. 


That other thing: has anybody here tried using one of the Drake 
T-4X rigs, minus the 6JB6 finals, as a QRP Tx? Like feed just 
the driver output into the final Pi-net?

Interpreted, to some extent with a boatanchorite/glowbuggite twist 
on the 75 year copyright span..... 


....those fine ancient radio works predating the current year by 

75 years are now public domain. Thus things like Bucher's **Practical 

Wireless Telegraphy'' (1917) are open game. That is fun for us history 
types that love to run amok amid the dusty library stacks chasing after 
new slants on rotary spark gaps, etc...... 


I am waiting for 1998 to roll around so things like John Irwin's 
**Radio'' classic are open game. In the year 2000, it is Mary 
Loomis's classic **Radio Theory and Operation''. In 2003, it is 
Sterling's **Radio Manual'' first edition. 


Some of these early works are rather hard to find, so, it would be a 
tribute to their authors to someday, perhaps, have them reissued as 
classics on CD-ROM or freely available as reprints on the internet. 

That I why I reprinted Alfred Vail's classic work on the electric 
telegraph (1847) and put it into the BA archives. They are historical 
treasures worth keeping in the public eye. (Also, it was only about 

50 pages, so I could type that in over several evenings without too 

much eystrain or myopia setting in). Others are in the works, as 

time permits. Express permission to copy or reproduce or reprint should 
be obtained, on works within that 75 year span. Else, older stuff is open 
game. 


Actually, if the publisher can be found, or is still in existence, and 
you explain what it is you are trying to do, they are often quite 
cooperative. QST has been good, in my case, for authorizing me to 
reprint a few things for our local radio club homebrew special interest 
group, with just email requests and authorization. They just want 

to basically insure that proper citation *‘‘Reprinted courtesy QST'' 

is made in the title page footnoting. 


I am wondering how that reprint house that redid the 1934 Short Wave 
Manual did it? Quite probably, they found the original publishing house, 
and merely asked for its use. At worst, they are paying a small copyright 
use fee per reprint sold. 


On things for which the author is not living or the company that published 
it is not extant, there are academic grey areas where fair use can be 
made without violating copyrights. This is commonly done in acacemia 


every day, without any concerns or problems, unless you use excessive 
copying of available works for class use. Since most of us are in 
this old radio gambit for at least some academic learning, it can be 
made to apply on copying for academic use. That would not apply to 
wholesale selling of copies at hamfests. But, for a copy or two for 
a group wishing to learn about a certain design or test its operating, 
or consider it's historical merit, etc., fair use would apply. 


Barry was supposed to write us up a definitive treatise on the subject. 
Please do! It is a relatively important topic about which we all need 
some insights.

Greetings Fellow Fine Firebottle Fanatics! 


Got a question for y'all. I have a crummy antenna, about 12 feet of 
horizontal magnet wire. It comes into the shack on RG-58 co-ax which 
has cut the hash from the computer wonderfully. I purchased a twin-ax 
connector for the "balanced" connection on the R-390A. When I feed the 
center conductor into one pin, and the shield into the other pin, it 
sounds good. Using the overgrown BNC "unbalanced" jack, it sounds 
worse. When I feed it with the multicoupler, the "balanced" jack beats 
the stuffing out of the "unbalanced" jack. I remember hearing that the 
"balanced" jack was the way to go with pretty much any antenna. Anyone 
concur? 


The multicoupler (a Model 108 by Wiltek of Wilton, CT, my Dad used to 
work in Wilton, wierd huh?) really makes listening to two radios at once 
a real pleasure. No birdies, no signal hogging, no problems. Also, the 
multicoupler does wonders on the Racal RA6790GM. I wonder if it is 
offsetting the impedance of my crummy antenna? The Racal now sounds on 
par with the R-390A, much to my chagrin as the 390A was beating the 
Racal a few short weeks ago! Of course, the 390A is better for weak 
signal, high QRM work as the Racal has no noise limiter. If you factor 
in charm and soul, the R-390A wins it...

I was leaving 
the Elgin IL ARCI Radiofest and the seller said "last call, $150." 

I said "if I cna make room in the car." I did. It came up and played 
when I got it home -- Radio Australia at 17.8xx MC on a 3-foot wire -- 
but has a few problems even after failry thorough alignment. 


I get peaks on oall my slugs, but no effect from the RF trimmer caps 
closest to the front panel. Maybe those are for the whip antenna 
socket only -- I use the "balanced" input for my outdoor coax feed. 


I played with the Hum Balance pot but got no effect. B+ is within 
half a volt of 180, so I'll just leave it alone (maybe put a scope on 
and look for ripple and twaek the Hum pot). 


I just xlovex that Medium auido bandwitdh (3500 Hz lowpass filter). 
Someone (think it was you Bill, tnx much!) sent me the Collins 

report on cost-reducing the 390 into the 390A, and it brags 

about how they can save $5 or $7 bucks by dropping that filter. 
BIIIIGGGG time mistake for AM work. 8 KC IF BW with the audio 

filter sure beats 4 KC IF BW for intelligibility and fidelity any time.

Well, I have picked up an SP-200 series receiver. The actual model is 
a little up for grabs. Civilian-wise it looks to be a SP210 or 220 LX. 
A tag was removed from either the power supply or the receiver itself. 
The tag will fit holes in either panel. It says BC-779A, made for 
Hammarlund by Howard Radio - Chicago. The schematic on the bottom 
cover says BC-779B. 


The receiver has an original mod (you can tell because of the MFP coating) 
that has a SO-239 installed where the relay terminal strip was. This 
connector connects to what originally was the noise limiter switch. 

The switch had a tag under its mounting nut that says something like 

"HF osc: Master / internal", and indeed, the switch hooks to the HF osc 
tube. 


While in pretty good shape cosmetically, except for some un-original 


knobs, the S-meter is shot. Looks like someone worked on it with 
lineman's pliers! Also the xtal phasing shaft is loose & sloppy - 

I don't know if it is turning anything or not so looks like the 1st 
IF can will have to be removed. 


My questions, for the moment, are: 


1) Anyone have an S-meter available from a junker? Anyone know what the 
meter movement is? 


2) Anyone have a "real" manual I could get a copy of. I have a fair 
copy of some Rider sheets. 


3) What is the IF frequency of this beast?

BTW, this receiver covers 0.54-110 MHz, AM/CW/FM, and even has 
the external Hcrftrs speaker unit with the "broadcast/communications" 
switch on the front (some kind of audio filter?). Receiver audio 
output impedance is 500 or 5000 ohms (separate terminals). The 
speaker unit is in the same or slightly better shape than the receiver 
on the outside (haven't opened the former up yet). 


Bottom line here is that I'm trying to come up with a "ballpark" 
cost to get it running again, after which I can proceed apace with the 
restoration (hopefully) or he can sell it off if he doesn't want to 
spend any money on it.

So CX has just started and I am trying to get the 20-year-stored- 
in-a-barn Viking II going to put it on the air (didn't quite make it, 
but the oscillator and buffer circuits are working fine now, and just 
need to set the clamp tube/screen circuit stuff). Checked the manual 
copy and see that the first two tubes in the audio circuit (going to the 
twin 807 modulators) are 6AU6's. These are close behind the panel, 
under the meter, and a bit awkward to get to. 


I spent fifteen minutes trying to maneuver the first 6AU6 into the 
socket, then remembered that I had taken a broken tube out of that place 
when I got it, and had to remove it in pieces with needle-nose pliers. 
Maybe there is still a pin left lodged in the socket... pulled down the 
lamp-cum-magnifying glass to check it out and - WAIT A MINUTE! There 
are NINE holes in this socket, and that 6AU6 is a SEVEN-pin job. No 
wonder I couldn't get the blasted tube into the socket. 


Now what? My book/schematic shows two 6AU6's where I have two 
nine-pin sockets. Does anyone have any info on maybe a later model 
Viking II which uses 9-pin miniatures, and if so what are they? Or is/ 
was there a reasonably standard modification that someone has any info 
on, uSing nine-pin tubes?
